All nations ;i':ain.'^i 
which the unparalleled onslaught was 
directed drew closer. Their Eons f 'Ughi 
with one mind shoulder to sbouldur, 
«ven as yonder standards float side by 
aide. So til'" governments ehow them- 
selves in council, united with the sole 
wish to restore an orderly state uf 
things aa speedily aa •possible and 
aifter the punishment of the chief cul- 
prits avert a recurrrncc In the future 
of such a disturbance of the peace of 
' the world." 

In announcing that the relations of 
Germany with all the powers arc 
good the speech recalls his majesty's 
sorrow at the assassination of King 
Humbert of Italy, saying he was "ray 
ally and dear friend, who fell a victim 
to a damnable outrage." 

The speeeh then pr .cerdB: "I v/ould 
sooner have consulted the roich.stag 
on the measures in China, but for the 
necessity of prompt action and the 
difficulty of furnishing reliable infor- 
mation. Wheni'vcr the reiehstag 
could form decisions or estimate th" 
expenditure required the government 
felt confident that the representati.vcs 
would not refuse their subsequpnt 
sanction to the necessary expendi- 
ture." Turning to domestic matters, 
hia majeaty said that in consequence 
of the nataral growth of the revenue 
and the IncrraseJ taxation uoted last 
eession more al)unilant funds were 
available in almost ev»ry branch of 
life In the empire, especially for meas- 
ures for the benefit of workers ar.il 
tor tie defense of the country. A 
customs tariff, he added, would i;rob- 
ably be laid before the bundesrath 
during the present session. The 
Bpervh concluded by announcing var- 
ious bills which would bo Introducc l. 

At the conclusion of the speech 
from the throne Emperor Williaio 
was warmly cheered and Count Von 
Buelow, the imperial chancello., 
formally declared th% session oy eneJ. 

Making KMpid Prvgres*. 

Peking, Nov. 14. — After a protracted 
conference of the foreign ministers 
there waa a gcneial expie.-;slon oi 
gratification at the progress toward a 
settlement. It waa stated that most 
of the minor points had l>een disposed 
of anil tliat an agreement had been 
reached u|;on gf^veral essential ques- 
tions. The meeting disclosed fewer 
dllterenoea over important pointa than 
•was- oxpected, which is largely due to 
the fact that the ministers have re- 
ceived definite instructions from t'lelr 
bopie governments. Minister Conger 
iaid he waa encouraged to believe 
that propositions would be ready to 
be submitted to the Chinese plenlpo 
tentlaries at an earlier date than be 
bad heretofore hoped.
